My dear Mrs. Winchester: 

I went to see the three Trust Companies 
in San Francisco on last Monday, as I promised, and left with each 
of them a copy of the form of the proposed trust. They all have 
looked them over, and I got the last one this morning. Some of 
them suggesting slight changes, but two of them suggesting that 


some provision should be made for a judicial termination of the 


trust when it was ended, so as to determine who were the issue or 


adopted children, inasmuch as they otherwise would be at some risk 
in determining that matter for themselves; whereas a decree of the 
Court, where all parties were brought into Court, would protect then. 

In view of that fact, they think there ought to be pro- 
vision inserted directing that such judicial investigation and de- 
termination be had, and that the Court should allow them for the 
expenses thereof out of the trust funds that might then be on hand. 
I do not see anything unjust in this proposition, as, of course, 
they should be protected in paying the funds over and should not 
have to go into their own pockets to pay the necessary expenses of 
securing that protection. We could put in the trust agreement the 
provision that such protection should be secured by proper proceed~ 
ings in Court, and that they should be allowed their expenses of 
securing the same. I would suggest, however, the addition of the 
clause "not to exceed $500 in amount".
